ROSEMARY: Rosmarinus officinahs (tender Perennial). Sweet scented, dark green leaf; blue 
blossom.

height, three feet. Plants, 50c; Seed, pkt. 15c 


RUE: Ruta graveolens (Perennial). Beautiful blue-green, scalloped leaf; bright yellow flow- 
er; almost continuous bloom. Aromatic; strong seasoning for salad, vinegar; good bou- 
quet material. Sun; any soil; height, two feet. Plants, 35ec; Seed, pkt. 15c 


SAFFRON, FALSE: Carthamus tinctorws (Annual). Spiny leaf, large yellow-orange flowers 
that are used to color rice, butter, pudding. Easy to grow and very colorful. Sun;, 


any soil; height, three feet. Seed only, pkt. 15¢ 


SAGE, CLARY: Salvia sclarea (Biennial). Heart-shaped leaf, variegated mauve flowers. 
Strong perfume. Sun; any soil; height, two feet. Seed only, pkt. 25c 


SAGE, GARDEN: Salvia officinalis (Perennial). Pebbled, gray leaf; dark purple flower sprays, 
effective in garden or bouquet. Used in pork and poultry seasoning, sage tea. Sun}:

SANTOLINA: Chamaecyparissus or virides (Perennial). Gray or green scented leaf;. white 
and yellow flower.

SKIRRET: Siwm sisarum (Perennial). Shiny leaf; white flowers. Root cooked as a vegetable. 
Sun; good soil; height, three feet. De ee Seed only, pkt, 15e 


SORREL, FRENCH: Rumew scutatus (Perennial), Attractive ile bronze blossom. Leaf 
flavors soup, salad, spinach. Sun; good soil; height, 114 teat - Seed, pkt. ‘1de 


THYME, ENGLISH: Thymus vulgaris (Perennial). Shrubby stem; _ pink flower. The peppery 
scent of leaf is intriging and has many culinary uses. Makés a good edging or rock- 
garden plant. Sun; any soil. Plants, 30c; Seed, pkt. 25c 


VALERINA:Garden Heliotrope (Perennial). Slender, smooth leaf; rose flower. Fragrant 
and colorful. Sun; good soil; height, two feet. Plants, 35e; Seed, pkt. 25¢ 


WOAD: Isatis tinctorea (Biennial). Tall, decorative bushy plant; many large yellow flowers.

WORMWOOD: Artemisia annua (Annual). Aromatic, shrubby herb resembling a fir tree;

FOR FALL PLANTING (Late October or early November in North) 


ae All those varieties listed for early spring planting may be sown in late autumn (to germ- 
inate in spring) with the exception of Saffron, Thyme, Skirret, Rosemary, Nept, Chives, 
Fennel and Fever Few. 


The first step in planting herbs is to choose a sunny, well drained spot. Full sun and 
good drainage are necessary for most. varieties. 


The second step is to prepare the ground or seedbed carefully. The larger seeds may be 
covered with soil and tamped down. The small seeds should be barely powdered with sifted soil 
or else sprinkled on top of the prepared earth and gently firmed in with a ruler. 


f When the ground is moist in spring, no watering is necessary for germination. Seedlings 
in seedbed or frame will require a certain amount of moisture until transplanted to permanent 
positions. 


_ All herb seed planted directly in the garden (open ground) must be thinned to stand 
six to ten inches apart, depending on size of mature plant. Many perennials will require a 
spacing of one foot to two feet. 

Trim off faded flower stalks and many herbs will bloom again during the summer or 


fall. Prune old wood of perennials in fall, Mulch roots of low varieties for winter by heaping 
earth over them. Half hardy perennials should be banked with straw or leaves. 
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
